London, Aug. 27 (AP) — Tile Red

Safe Burial Of P otatoes 
T hree im p o rtan t facts should be 
observed in burying the late crop 
of potatoes for hom e use or sale 
over w inter. They are -G ood d ra in ­ 
age. adequate ventilation, and p ro ­ 
tection from freezing. To em phasize 
one of these requirem ents over the 
others m ay result in severe lo—es. 
while sim ple provisions to comply 
w ith all th ree g u aran tee safe sto r­ 
age com parable to conditions in an 
u p -to -d ate cellar or 
special sto r­ 
age house. 
It 
Is seldom difficult to find a 
burial site w here the soil is well 
drained 
artd the 
w ater level re ­ 
m ains relatively 
low 
th roughout 
w inter m onths. Of course, ad d itio n ­ 
al safety is provided by co n stru ct­ 
ing surface 
ditches 
to carry 
all 
run-off w ater away 
speedily. In 
oth er words, it is necessary to avoid 
stan d in g w ater in 
the 
Im m ediate 
area surrounding the pit to avoid 
tho extrem e danger of seepage Into 
Hie mound. 
V entilation is the principal fac­ 
tor usually overlooked by average 
gardeners, especially 
by 
beginners 
w ith this form of crop storage. Tile 
need is b etter understood by re ­ 
m em bering th a t potatoes continue 
to give off excess m oisture th ro u g h ­ 
out tile storage period and p a rticu ­ 
larly for several weeks after burial. 
T he sam e condition is true in cel­ 
lar storage 
and for 
this reason 
narrow , slat-w all bins are recom ­ 
m ended 
For 
unless 
th is released 
m oisture Is carried aw ay quickly, 
potatoes become 
w et and 
decay 
sta rts an d sp read s rapidly. 
One of the m ast practical ways 
to carry off surplus m oisture from 
burled m ounds of 
potatoes is to 
install a flue up through the cen ­ 
ter of the h eap F irst, dig a sm all 
circular depression in the soil and 
line it liberally w ith dry straw so 
th e tubers do not come In co n tact 
w ith the earth . C onstruct a flue 
of four boards four to six inches 
wide anti long enough to protrude 
thro u g h tile tip of the m ound after 
all protecting soil Is added later. 
Set th is flue u p rig h t in the cen ­ 
ter of the depression, its lower end 
resting on the straw . Pile sound 
potatoes uround the flue to form 
a conical heap 
Experience indicates it is unwise 
to bury large Croix, in one heap. 
Two or m ore sm aller pits ure safer 
th an one large pit, due to tile sam e 
principal of ventilation em ployed in 
cellar storage 
In o th er words, no 
tuber should be fa rth e r th a n three 
feet from the surface of a bin; like­ 
wise 
no tu b er in 
th e burial 
pit 
should be fa rth e r th a n th ree feet 
from th e flue. However, lf necessary 
to bury a large supply of potatoes 
in one pit. m ake the heap in the 
form of a ridge w ith a ventilating 
fille every four or five feet in the 
ridge. 
A fter the pile is form ed, cover 


the surface w ith a deep layer of 
dry straw and add a few shovelfuls 
of soil to hold the straw in place. 
T his thin covering protects potatoes 
from the harm ful effects of direct 
light and a t the sam e tim e perm its 
excess m oisture to escape from the 
surface as well os thro u g h the flue. 
L ater, as w eather grows cooler, add 
more soil u ntil the layer is thick 
enough by the tim e freezing te m ­ 
peratures arrive to prevent freez­ 
ing. 
Cover the outer end of the ven­ 
tilation flue w ith screen to bar e n ­ 
trance of rodents, also provide a 
protection to prevent rain and snow 
from seeping down into the pit.
